Therein they recognized -a legislature 
empowered to express the will of tlie 
people in law, a judiciary requires to 
determine and state such' law, and an 
executive charged with securing obedi- 
ence to the law. all holding their of- 
fice not by reason. of some superior 
force, but through the duly determined 
conscience of their countrymen. 


To the house, close to the heart of 


the nation, renewing its whole member- 
ship by frefiuent elections, represent- 
ing directly the people, reflecting their 
common purpose, has been granted a 
full measure of the power of legisla- 
tion and legislative authority to origi- 
nate taxation. 
To the senate, renew- 


ing its membership by degrees, repre- 
senting in part the sovereign states, 
has been granted not only a full'meas- 
ure of the power of legislation, but. if 
possible, far more important functions. 
To it is intrusted the duty of review, 
that to negotiation there may be added 


ratification, acd to appointment ap- 
proval. 
But its greatest function of 


all, too little mentioned and too little 
understood, whether, exercise in legis- 
lating or reviewing, is tlie preservation 
of liberty.
